all compound fertilisers. Owing to difficulties 
in chartering the requisite shipping, it had 
not, so far, been possible to have these 
materials transported in quantities sufficient 
to meet demands. Efforts to overcome these 
difficulties continued to be made, though in 
present circumstances it was impossible to 
forecast the extent to which such efforts 
were likely to be successful. 

The MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY AND 
COMMERCE, replying to Mr. Childers, said 
his attention had been drawn to efforts being 
made here by certain interests to contract 
general war risk insurance, While he did 
not suggest that the persons responsible for 
these efforts had any intention to defraud, 
their appeal to the public to subscribe 
premiums seemed likely to mislead members 
of the public into the error of supposing that 
a substantial indemnity against the risk of 
war damage was being afforded. ‘It was 
desirable that the public should be aware that 
responsible insurance bodies regarded the risk 
of war damage to fixed property as uninsur- 
able, and had declined to undertake this class 
of insurance business. He had under con- 
sideration the question of appropriate action 
to curtail the activities of the promoters of 
war risk insurance schemes.

Politics in Canada 


The Canadian people ere scratching 
their heads over one of the strangest 
elections in the Dominion's history. Vir- 
tually the last official action of the late 
Lord Tweedsmuir was to dissolve the 
Parliament at Ottawa, on the advice of 
the Liberal Premier, Mr. Mackenaie King. 
There was, on the surface, no reason why 
Parliament should be dissolved; for Mr. 
King, to all appearances, was secure in 
the saddle. Shortly before the dissolution, 
however, the Legislature of the Province | 
of Ontario had passed what amounted to 
a vote of censure upon his administra- 
tion. The charge was that he was not 
co-operating, to the full extent of his 
powers, with the British Government in 
the prosecution of the European war—a 
charge which must appear curious to us, 
after all the evidence of Canadian sin- 
cerity which has appeared in the news- 
papers. Mr. Mackenzie King took, or 
professed to take, this accusation with 
deep seriousness, and the announcement 
of a genera! election was the immediate 
sequel. The news had a bad reception. 
His Conservative opponents were indig- 
nant that he had seized upon a -pretext for 
a “snap” election, which, as thoy 
thought, would catch their organisation 
unprepared. His own Liberals were none 
too pleased; for no deputy likes to find 
himself in imminent danger of losing a 
parliamentary seat. As for the electorate, 
the latest news is that it remains 
apathetic, and, according tu the Ottawa 
Correspondent of The Times, the poli- 
ticians “ find it difficult to generate any 
of the keen partisan fervour which elec- 
tions have always stirred up in the past.”’ 
The betting has swung in favour of Mr. 
King’s Government, Not only are the 
Liberals, as it appéars, a better organised 
party than the Conservative Opposition, 
but they enjoy the advantage of 
“stronger ” orators, who are now in full 
spate throughout the provinces. More- 
over, it looks as if the Ontario rebels have 
lost their courage at the prospect of a 
general election. Under the leadership of 
Mr. Mitchell Hepburn, the Provincial 
Premier, who has been at. feud with Mr.

Censorship 


An estimate for the Ministry for 
Co-ordination of Defensive Measures, 
which was circulated to members of Dail 
Eireann yesterday, provides for a sum of 
£5,517 for the Censorship Service. It will 
surprise most of our readers to learn that 
the censorship staff in Eire consists of 212 
persons, most of whom are on loan from 
other departments. The salaries of these 
officials continue to be borne by their 
“ parent ’’ departments, so the amount 
shown in the estimate gives no real idea of 
the cost to the State of the censorship. 
In the nature of things, a big staff is 
inevitable ; for censorship is exercised not 
only over the Press, but over the Post 
Office. There are, inter alios, one Con- 
troller, one Assistant Controller, three 
Chief Censors, five Deputy Chief Censors, 
eight Censors, four Deputy Censors and 
twenty-seven Assistant Censors. In view 
of this small army of officials, it may seem 
surprising that any news, or any 
correspondence, should reach the public 
at all; but there is an enormous 
amount of work to be done, and, when 
one realises that most of the censors have 
had no previous experience, it must be 
admitted that Mr. Connolly: and his staff 
are doing a difficult job faithfully—at 
times, indeed, almost too faithfully—and 
well. In a belligerent country the task of 
censorship is comparatively easy. The 
military authorities take control, and 
allow nothing to be published that in any 
way might be said to help the enemy. In 
a neutral country, particularily in a 
democracy such as Eire, the censor’s job 
is entirely different. He must strike a 
happy medium between a newspaper's 
right of fair criticism, and the need to 
maintain the nation’s neutrality in spirit 
as well as in the letter. In Germany, for 
example, there has been a rigid Press 
censorship for the last seven years. All 
the newspapers have been gicichg¢eschaltet, 
and their editorial as well as their news 
policies are directed by Dr. Josef 
Goebbels’s Propaganda Department. At 
a gathering of journalists in Wiesbaden 
yesterday, Dr. Dietrich, Chief of the 
German Press, declared that the German 
newspapers were ‘‘ waging the offensive of 
truth against lies.” They had done great 
work, but so far they had been unable to 
save the soul of “the sinner, Albion,” 
where mendaciousness, under the “‘ lie- 
leadership of Winston Churchill," had 
reached an almost pathological degree. 
Apparently, therefore, the Germans are 
satisfied with their censorship, subject to 
its admitted failure to reform the First 
Lord of the British Admiralty. In France, 
although the Government is completely 
democratic, censorship is exceedingly 
strict; but the people realise that it is 
inevitable, and although thero is a certain 
amount of grumbling—the privilege of 
democracies the world over—the French 
Chamber on Tuesday night expressed its 
confidence in the Government on the 
censorship issue by four hundred and fifty 
votes to!one. The name of the solitary 
stalwart who would brook no interference 
with the right of free speech has not been 
made known! Winding up a long debate, 
however, Monsieur Daladier made a highly 
important concession to the newspapers. 
He announced that he had given orders 
that in future the censorship was “ to 
leave the Press entire freedom in matters 
of political opinion.” In time of war no 
reasonable citizen, even in a neutral 
country, can object to an intelligently 
directed censorship. The trouble is that 
in many countries the censors do not act 
intelligently, with the result that control 
of the Press defeats its own ends. Happily 
in Eire, although occasional differences of 
opinion between the newspapers and the 
authorities cannot be avoided, the hand 
of the Censor, while firm, is not oppressive. 
In the hands of the wrong individuals 
the powers that have been vested in the 
Censorship easily might become tyrannical.

remains lamentably small—according to 
Mr. James Larkin, only £112,000 worth 
was caught in 1930, Employers in the 
fish trade are unable to obtain sufficient 
supplies, profits melt away, and large 
numbers of workers are faced with dis- 
missal. A resolution was unanimously 
adopted calling upon Dr: Ryan, Minister 
for Agriculture, to hold a public inquiry 
into these conditions, and this decision was 
supplemented on Tuesday night at a repre- 
sentative meeting of workers in the fish 
trade, which selected a deputation to 
seek an interview with the Minister. 
Since the Government is responsible for 
the creation of the position, it is to be 
hoped that Dr. Ryan will be able to give 
some explanation of the present chaotic 
conditions as soon as possible. Un- 
doubtedly, the elimination of cut-throat 
competition in what must be termed one 
of the ‘‘cssential’’ trades is wholly 
desirable, but the dangers of the other 
extreme must not be neglected. When 
costs are high, there always is the risk 
that a monopoly will limit supply to gain 
the benefit of higher prices. Whatever 
may be the outcome of the present situa- 
tion, it becomes increasingly clear that 
some organisation is necessary to 
familiarise the public with the various 
aspects of this vital problem.

Twopenny Pieces 


At a moment when the Royal Mint is 
working overtime to cope with the demand 
for farthings in Scotland, and while the 
best brains of Scotland Yard admit failure 
to elucidate the mysterious disappearance 
of the hexagonal threepenny bits, a 
suggestion is made that the monetary 
confusion should be complicated still 
further by the introduction of twopenny 
pieces. We are inclined to agree with the 
Chancellor of the British Exchequer that 
there is no demand for such a coin, but 
Alderman Lyle Hall, of Belfast, maintains 
that there is, and, in proof of his conten- 
tion, points out that in Liverpool, 
Birkenhead, Edinburgh, Aberdeen and 
Belfast no fewer than 160,000,000 twopenny 
fares were paid on the tramways in a 
single year. We appreciate the alderman’s 
anxiety to make things easier for both the 
passengers and the tramcar conductors, 
but we doubt if a twopenny bit would 
bring about the desired results. Street-. 
car passengers the world over are notorious 
for scarcely ever proferring the exact 
fare, and the harassed men who have to 
punch the fare, and “punch in the 
presence of the passinjare,”’ frequently 
must feel like punching the “ passinjare "’ 
instead. We can make allowances for the 
conductor who, when the old lady tendered 
him half a crown and murmured that she 
had no penny, replied: ' Don't worry, 
ma’am; you'll have twenty-nine of them 
in a minute!” If twopenny bits were 
introduced the twopenny travellers would 
be the last to use them. Furthermore, 
their necessarily small size would cause 
the conductors themselves to view such 
coins askance ; no man would like to have 
his bag filled with something resembling 
metal confetti, and the labour of counting 
the little articles would send up the 
population of our mental homes alarm- 
ingly. One only has to look at the trouble 
caused already by threepenny bits and 
farthings to get a fair idea of the havoc 


| that could be wrought in the most peaceful 
‘and contented country by the introduction 


of coins even smaller than those. Our 
own explanation of the mystery attending 
the disappearance of threepenny bits and 
farthings across the Channel is that some 
philanthropist has bought them all up in 
order to prevent the nation from going 
completely “ batty,’’ “ off its rocker ' or 
** bughouse.”’ If that is the case, it would 
be a thousand pities to undo his great and 
noble work by the introduction of an even 
more debased and corrupting form of 
coinage. We think that the alderman, 
although actuated by the best possible 
motives, overlooks the basic fact that what 
the general public is looking for is not 
more small coins, but more large ones. 
The five-shillingpiece, or crown, is the 
largest coin of the realm circulating in 
Great Britain at the moment, and few 
will deny. that it is an unwieldy lump of 
alloy; but ask the man in the street 
whether he would prefer to collect crowns 
or twopenny pieces, and the promptness, 
unanimity and decisiveness of his reply 
will leave no grounds for further mis- 
apprehension,

The Finnish communiqué states 
that ’planes attacked Soviet columns, 
dépots and lines of communication 
in the Gulf of Finland, and along 
the coast.

Russians attempting to move 
over the ice of the bay are said to be 
taking with them light guns with which to 
fortify the islands in the Archipelago. 

Further north a reported rise in the 
temperature gives good ground for hope 
that the snows will come to ease the task 
of the defenders.

AUDIENCES RUSH

UNDREDS of people came 
dashing out of Derry cinemas 
about 9 p.m. to-night panic stricken 
by the discharge of tear gas bombs. 
The cinemas affected were The City 
in William street and The Palace in 
Shipquay, a short distance away. 
There was a large audience in each, 
and the occurrence in each took 
place on the stroke of nine o’clock. 
Just as patrons had settled themselves 
for the second house programme which had 
begun in the City Cinema, the bomb dis- 
chatged on the ground floor. There was 
not a loud explosion, but sufficient to 
cause panic. A large section of the 
audience rushed immediately for the exits. 
Those sitting nearest the spot where the 
bomb went off were affected by fumes, 
which quickly spread throughout the 
b6 “I 
Mr. William Doherty, proprietor of the 
cinema, and attendants tried to stem the 
rush for the exits, but were unsuccessful, 
.as many of the audience were of opinion 
that the hissing noise made by the bomh 
was the fuse to a high-power explosive. 


MONEY REFUNDED 


When the nature of the bomb was 
learned calm returned, but by then more 
than half of the large audience were on 
the street, and, declining to return, the 
money was refunded. A section of the 
audience remained, however, and the pro- 
gramme went on without further interrup- 
tion. It included British news reels, 
fagainst the showing of which all city 
picture house managers were warned two 
weeks ago. 

Since the bombing of the Strand and 

Midland Cinemas last Friday night, two 
police have been on guard outside each 
picture house. How to-night’s occurrence 
perpetrated has left the police in a 
quandary. Evidently those responsible 
for placing the bombs must have made 
good their escape in the ic. 
One woman among the City Cinema 
‘audience collapsed after reaching the 
street and had to receive treatment. 
Police were rushed to each 
from Victoria Barracks, and were pursu- 
ing investigations until a late hour.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

Mr. Cordell Hull, United States Secre- 
tary of State, revealed to-day that conver- 
sations were under way between American 
diplomatists. and foreign Governments 
throughout the world in the interest of 
preventing the forces of autarchy, regi- 
mentation and economic totalitarianism 
from gaining control after the war. 

Mr. Hull told a Press Conference that 
copies of his recent statements concerning 
contracts made with neutral countries with 
a view to establishing a better world order 
with the return of peace had been sent to 
all United States’ representatives abroad, 
so that the diplomatists could draw them 
to the attention of the Governments to 
which they were accredited. 

The Secretary of State told a questioner 
that copies had been sent to the capitals 
of the nations now at war, as well as to 
the neutrals. 

He said this action had been taken with 
a view to making preparations for post- 
war economic and mili adjustments, 
and he emphasised that the diplomatic 
conversations were not connected with 
conditions during the war. 

Mr. Hull said that if forces of peace 
and stability, especially the economic 
forces, were not organised preparatory to 
the transition and reconstruction period 
‘after the war, the forces of autarchy and 

imentation and economic totalitarianism 
probably would have the same tendency as 
they had after the last war. 

Mr. Cordell Hull declined to disclose at 
present what was the nature of the re- 
action from the Governments which had 
been already approached, except to say 
that his preliminary impression was that 
it was favourable. He declined also to 
divulge now whether any of the Govern- 
ments had submitted specific plans or pro- 
— for economic readjustments and 

isarmament agreements after the war.

VENTS leading up to the threat- 
ened strike by Dublin Corpora- 
tion workers who are members of the 
Trish Municipal Employés’ Trade 
Union were surveyed in a statement 
issued by Mr. P. J. Hernon, Dublin 
City Manager, yesterday. : 
The union threatens to withdraw 
its labour at 6 o'clock to-night. i 
In the course of his statement the Cit 
manager said that an application was 
made by. the Irish Municipal Employés’ 
Trade Union on January 22nd, 1940. for 


in the Dublin Corporation. This was con- 
sidered by him and by the General 
Purposes Committee, which appointed a 
sub-committee to be associated with him 
in negotiations with the union. This sub- 
committee met delegates of the union on 
February 9th, 16th and 23rd, and it was 
decided to make an offer in the following 
terms :— 


“ As from 22nd of oige ( 1940, a 
cost-of-living bonus over and above exist- 
ing rates of pay of 2s. per week to be 
paid to all labourers, Class III. employés 
and other wage-earning employés whose 
wages are based on the labourer’s scale, 
excluding boys and female employés. 
The above bonus is based on a cost-of- 
living index figure of 192, and as from 
1st April and ist October in each year 
the bonus payable will be adjusted by 
an increase or decrease oí 6d, per week 
per each total ten points by which the 
cost-of-living index figure for the 
previous mid-February and mid-August, 
respectively, exceeds or falls below 192. 

“Wages of boys over 18 years of age 
and female employés to be adjusted to 
the extent of half the foregoing amounts 
per week.” 


This offer was rejected by the union, 
who repeated their demand for an 8s. per 
week increase, and stated their intention 
to withdraw labour as from 6 o’clock to- 
night. The City Manager brought this 
matter before the General Purposes Com- 
mittee on Tuesday last, when it was 
decided that he should take all necessary 
steps to inform the Dublin public of the 
conditions of employment of the municipal 
employés concerned, and to ask for public 
co-operation in the preservation of the 
civic services. It is anticipated that there 
will be over two thousand men involved, 
and practically all public services of 
city will be affected. : 


RATES OF WAGES 


The statement continues: ‘‘ Corporation 
labourers are paid at a rate of 64s. to 69s. 
per week, and about 70 per cent. are in 
receipt of the maximum of 69s. In addi- 
tion, they enjoy continuity of service, 
payment of wages during all weather 
conditions, a 44-hour week, sions 
(without contribution to a fund), sick 
pay, annual leave and public holidays with 
pay (up to twenty working days per 
annum), clothing and boots, payment for 
overtime, etc. - - 

“The demand also is made on behalf of 
the rent collecting staff. who are officers 
of the Corporation, with a maximum of 
over £6 per week (including bonus),: and 
by reason of continuous whole-time service 
enjoy pension rights, which may be 
jeopardised by refusal fo carry out their 
official duties. It may be added that all 
employés with more than 20 years’ service 
may similarly be affected. 


DEMANDS ON RATEPAYERS 


“This year the ratepayers are faced 
with an increase in the Board of Assist- 
ance demand of £105,000; in that of 
Grangegorman Mental Hospital of £28,000 ; 


while the oe Assistance 
(Amendment) Bi may mean an 
additional £82,000. Successful railway 


valuation appeals will mean a loss of a 
further £26,000, and Air-Raid Precautions 
will involve the raising of a large amount. 
Apart entirely from the demand of the 
employés union—to satisfy which would 
add about £60,000 to the 1940-41 rates—a 
substantia] increase in the coming rate 
may be anticipated.

EFFECT OF THE WAR 


The Chairman said the outstanding 
feature of the report and accounts was the 
increase of over £120,000 in the railway 
gross receipts. Receipts from passengers 
were, up 1.9 per cent., from merchandise 
23.6 per cent., from coal and minerals 14 
per cent., and from live stock 9.4 per cent. 
All the other parts of the undertaking had 
increased their ret receipts—road services, 
to which special attention was given dur- 
ing the year; hotels, refreshment rooms 
and cars, as well as miscellaneous 
receipts. On the expenditure side they 
had had to meet increased charges, 
imposed on them mainly by war condi- 
tions in the last four months of the year, 
which amounted in the net to the sum of 

The main causes of this increase were 
as follows:—Prices of many, though not 
all, of their supplies had been rising since 
the war began, increasing not only the cost 
of work done, but to -the extent of some 
£28,000 the amount of the provision 
required for renewals. They had to find 
money out of their own resources, in addi- 
tion to Government contributions, for 
expenditure on They had to 
provide some £20,000 for the depreciation 
in investments. Since the year ended the 
market value of those investments had 
tended to rise. No one could foretell how 
they would fare during the current year, 
and, in those circumstances, the only 
prudent course was to follow the practice 
of providing for depreciation as it existed 
at the date when the accounts were closed. 

“ I would ask stockhdélders to note,” he 
said, “this striking fact that, but for 
increases in costs which, being due to the 
war, were not within our control, we 
would have succeeded in carrying on the 
railway the traffic represented by £120,000 
additional gross receipts for a cost of only 
2 per cent. of that sum. This is ample 
proof of the statement repeatedly made by 
the railways that, while they were at the 
limit of practicable reductions in working 
expenditure, they had capacity for carry- 
ing large extra quantities of traffic at no 
more than a trifling extra cost. 

“Would it not be useful for Ireland 
now to have all the money that was spent 
on importing an excess of other means of 
transport while so much capacity already 
provided remained unused !’’ 


EXTRAVAGANCE 


After meeting fixed charges, including 
depreciation of investments, the net earn- 
ings showed,. he proceeded, an improvement

By the 
end of 1938 the short-sighted extravagance 
which had been multiplying transport 
everywhere, without a compensating growth 
in traffic, had forced them into the ditch 
of a deficiency £00,000 deep. Throwing 
in the whole of the available reserves 
raised the undertaking from the bottom 
of the ditch by £26,000, but left it still 
bogged to the depth of £34,000. As a 
measure of the st le still to be made,

“The events in the shadow of which we 
meet to-day,’’ he said, ‘‘ will prove more 
effective than the making of speeches to 
bring home the realities of the transport 
position.
